The day before Sedgewicl&was kilÍ0d,an<í 
while his^ infantry was fighting to the 
left of Mine Run, two batteries of his 
artillery waiting for orders about half a 
mile in the rear of the line of batÜe.GraDt 
came riding along, accompanied by two 
of his staff—probably Rawlins and Bab­ 
cock—and asked a sergeant of artillery, 
who sat on his horse by the road-side, 
where Gen. Sedgewick was. The ser­ 
geant did not recognize Grant, who wore 
no insignia of rank, so he turned to a 
comrade with— 
“God’lmighty, Bill, here’s a man look­ 
in’ for eld John Sedgewick in the rear!” 
At this Grant had started to ride 
along, and the sergeant called out after 
him:

Then itis req- 
uisite, and be is either thoughtless or 
cruel who will hitch a horse a t a store 
after a shatp or hurried drive, without 
covering him carefully* Then the cold 
winds rapidly evaporate the perspira­ 
tion of an uncovered horse, and if he 
does not catch cold he must have un 
usual vitality. 
A few practical suggestions as to the 
winter feed of horses: feed regularly. 
System goes a great way with all an> 
mals. Feed no more than a horse can 
eat, nor’quite so much. Food, that has 
been breathed upon and mumbled over 
is not very relisbable. If a horse is 
standing idle, feed but little grain. 
Grain-fed horses must be worked to use 
up the carbon that accumulates^ or they 
will become feverish, have the rheuma­ 
tism, or something worse. Whether 
they work or stand still, the insensible 
perspiration will carry off I'otk of water, 
and they must therefbré bé watered 
regularly twice a day if they are fdle, 
and four or'Bve times if worked.. By 
all means, feed a few carrots/of óther 
roots occasionally. TheSe will'keep the 
bowels m.good condition./Feed 
ño 
medicine unless the horse js sick, and 
then apply to a regular |ihysician, and 
not to a quack. More horses have been 
killed than cured by medicine. In nine 
cases out of ten the family phySiñían 
will prescribe better for a, ; hofse man 
will the horse doctor.’
